FOOD HANDLING CRACKDOWN--Five bakeries on the East Coast of Demerara and two 
restaurants in Georgetown were closed during the past week as the Government 
Analyst, Food and Drug Department, continue their campaign against manufacturers 
and restaurateurs for substandard products. The bakeries owned by Victor Lee, 
at Foulis, and Guyadat Asyaroo of 216 Hope West, Enmore, were closed after sub- 
stantial quantities of flour, baking powder and yeast together with a bread slic- 
ing machine were seized.

METHOD TO DIAGNOSE MALARIA--A new revolutionary method for detecting the malaria 
bacterium in the blood was developed by scientists in the Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem. With this method, it is possible to detect the Malaria parasites with 
the help of anti-bodies taken from the blood of people who are immunized against 
the disease and with a chemical detector which is marked with radioactive naterial. 
The scientists from the medical school of the Hebrew University in Jerusalem who 
developed thie method have concluded that it is faster and more precise than the 
method generally used today, and that this method can make it easier to conduct 
surveys to diagnose quickly and precisely the focal points of the disease. Details 
on the new method will be published in the biweekly of the Hebrew University this 
week. In order to find out if a person has malaria, using this method, it is 
enough to mix a sample of his blood with a solution made from samples of blood 

from people who have had malaria and recovered and the albumen of the Malaria 
bacterium (antigen). With radioactive material, it is possible to detect im- 
mediately whether there are malaria parasites in the patient's blood. The new 
method makes it possible to check hundreds of people each day, while with the micro- 
scope it was possible to check only a few. Last month, the new method which was 
developed in lerusalem was examined in Thailand in cooperation with the scientists

The headquarters of the sect, was at Naivasha, 
Nakuru, they said. The DC said that, although the Constitution guaranteed freedom 
of worship, negative religious sects would not be tolerated. “This Africa Kanisa 
Israel Sect is not a Nyayo follower,” he said. He ordered the district public 
health officer to start vaccinating children at Mutaragon against measles imme- 
diately. He said parents who did not take their children for vaccination should 
be arrested. Kericho East MP Kiprono arap Keino told the baraza he was shocked 

to learn that the followers of the sect did not take their sick to hospital. He 
described them as prophets of doom aad their behaviour as satanic. It was not 
immediately known what action the Government would take against parents of the 
dead children.

The ban came into effect on January 16, covering the villages of Silavaturai, 
Phalpapadu, South Bar, Vankalai, Adamban, Pesalai, Vilanukulam, and Vidthatti- 
vethu, following the spread of cholera into these areas. 


Meanwhile, the Ministry has also requested the Irrigation Department, to close 
down all minor irrigation channels in the Trincomalee area, following the recent 
outbreak of cholera in certain areas. 


Though the incidence of cholera is now believed to be receding, officials of the 
Ministry said those channels would be kept closed until cultivation begins. 


However, the major channel which carries drinking water for the people in the area 
will not be closed, he said. 


According to officiale of the Ministry, the number of cases reported at the begin- 
ning of the outbreak has declined fom nearly 40 a day to around 2 to 3 cases a 
day. 


This outbreak claimed a total of 17 lives, and 234 persons are being treated as 
suspected cases.

The news agency in a report from Matanyi, also said: "Raiders are roaming 
through all of the Karamoja region, stealing the animals and whatever else 
they find and killing anyone who offers resistance." 


The raiders are believed to have captured between 15,000 and 18,000 guns during 
civil disorder in Uganda and “recently they carried off a booty of more than 
10,000 head of cattle in a single raid," FIDES said. 


"Added to all of this is the threat of cholera," the Catholic agency added. 
"Poctors and infirmarians are working long and hard to vaccinate the people."

Provincial medical officer, Dr Francis Chibuye, 
said he was not aware of a malaria drug shortage because no report had reached 
hie office. Last week, a Choma district hospital spokesman said several clinics 
and rural health centres had run out of drugs. He said the most affected clin- 
ics were Moyo, Popota, Pemba and Kasiya which had been running without drugs for 
the past two weeks. The spokesman said patients were being asked to buy norolon 
and cafenol-tablets from the shops to fight any cases of fever.--Zana. [Text]

LUANGWA MEASLES DEATHS--An outbreak of measles in Luangwa district has claimed 
about 60 children and a reinforcement of medical staff has just arrived in the 
area.

CHILUBI MEASLES DEATHS--An epidemic of measles has claimed 45 lives in Chilubi 
since March, area governor Mr Wilson Bwalya told Minister of Commerce and Indus- 
try Mr Remmy Chisupa and chairman of Zambia Flying Doctor Service Mr Joseph 
Chileshe yesterday. Speaking at the official opening of a ZFDS health centre at 
Neumbu, Mr Bwalya told the visitors who included ZFDS acting director Dr Bijon 
Paul that lack of vaccines and transport to reach areas such as Fube and Kansanka 
had contributed to the deaths of children. "We appeal to the Party and its Gov- 
ernment through you (Mr Chisupa) to provide more funds to the ZFDS to enable it 
to reach these areas and deliver the medicines and provide medical services in 
these areas,” Mr Bwalya said. The ZFDS was trying hard to contain the epidemic 
but was handicapped by inadequate funds to buy fuel for their aircraft to reach 
affected areas. The governor said since these areas were islands, they could 
only be reached by emall aircraft or motor boats because canoes were too risky. 
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The authorities were warned about the impending outbreak of measles two years ago 
when a number of children died, but since then the district had not received any 
help to contain the eituation. Dr Paul said his organisation was overstretched, 
Medical officers could not reach affected areas in dug-out canoes.

{Text) The Animal Health Directorate, in a memorandum to the Minister of 
Agriculture and the Veterinary Service, reported the following regarding the 
appearance of hog plague in Belgium and Holland: 


a. According to official information made available to the service by the 
corresponding Veterinary Services of Holland and Belgium, the hog plague in 
those countries is totally under control as a result of the measures applied 
which consist of: 


Slaughtering of all hoge raised in the area where the disease has appeared. 
Destruction of all carcasses of the slaughtered animale. 

Quarantining of the region surrounding the infected area. 

Prohibiting the shipping of livestock and animal products in general. 


b. The subject of hog plague in the countries mentioned as well as hoof and 
mouth disease in France and Great Britain, whose Veterinary Services con- 
tinually keep the Service informed concerning the course of the disease in 
their countries, have been the topic of discussions, among other subjects, 
at the session of the Permanent Veterinary Committee of the EEC countries 
which took place in Brussele on March 15, 1981. 


c. During this session, in which veterinarians of the Greek permanent re- 
presentation in Brussels and veterinarians of the Veterinary Service parti- 
cipated, information was made available regarding the course of the disease 
of hog plague in Holland and Belgium and hoof and mouth disease in France 
and Great Britain as well as measures taken for their eradication. 


d. The conclusions reached by the permanent Veterinary Committee of the 

EEC are that the measures taken by the veterinary services of the countries 

in question are satisfactory and in accordance with the Community regulations; 
therefore, there is no reason, for the time being, for the entire Community 
to take additional sanitation steps. 
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The Veterinary Service, which tse charged, in such situations, with enforcing 
the current regulations of the Community that deal with inter-Community 
exchanges of cattle and hoge a8 well ae their meate, has, at the same time, 
given the necessary ordera to all regional veterinary services for the in- 
tensification of controle on the importation and transit of live animale 

and their products in general in our country, in coordination with the etrict 
application of current regulations for the prevention of animal epidemics. 


Finally, all meats coming from EEC member countries and third countries 
should, in accordance with current regulations, bear a visible oval stamp 
on which ie written the country of origin eo that they may be distinguished 
from the domestic ones.

FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE=-New Delhi, April 7 (PTI)--The Indian Veterinary Research 
Inatituce (I1VRI) in I[zatnagar which is responsible for protecting the health of 
cattle is faced with an embarrassing situation. About 100 of its own cows are 
atruck with foot-and-mouth (FM) disease after having been vaccinated with IVRI's 
own IPM vaccine, according to official sources here. IVRI has a herd of 1,000 
cows. This year at least 10 per cent of them came down with FM disease. Most 
of the affected cows were crossbred sources said. IVRI has a unit in Bangalore 
producing LFM vaccine the development and production of which has so far cost the 
government about Rs. 50 million. Veterinary experts told PTI that appearance of 
FM disease in vaccinated cattle of IVRI was not an indication that the IVRI vac- 
cine was bad. They said FM disease, like influenza, was caused by different 
types and sub-types of virus. A vaccine that is protective against certain sub- 
types need not be effective against others. They said the disease had also 
appeared in vaccinated animale of the Indian Dairy Corporation. [Text] [Bombay

KINDERPEST SUSPECTED--Rinderpest, a cattle disease, is suspected to have broken 
out at the Kaziranga forest recently, threatening the lives of 900 rhinoceros at 
the sanctuary. The disease is said to have killed about 100 wild buffalo in the 
forest. The open sanctuary preserves, apart from rhinoceros, 2,000 wild buffalo, 
300 elephants, swamp deer and wood ducks. According to Mr D. K. Lahiri 
Chowdhury, a member of the Eastern Region Committee, World Wildlife Fund--India, 
who is scheduled to leave for Kaziranga on Thursday for an inspection, hunters 
have been ordered to shoot diseased animals to check the spread of the plague.

DISEASED BUFFALO--Jorhat, March 29 (UNI)--An epidemical outbreak of ‘rinderpest', 
a killer disease which has claimed the lives of 97 wild buffaloes of Assam's 
Kaziranga National Park in the past one month is showing no signs of dying down 
divisional forest officer in charge of wild life Gohain Baruah said. Mr Baruah 
told a visiting UNI correspondent that the forest department and State veterinary 
department experts had suggested to the Park authorities to spray Phenolin the 
area and shoot down the wild buffaloes already stricken by the disease. [as pub- 
lished] The park authorities felt that it would be dangerous to spray phenol 
inside the park as it might also affect other animals, while shooting down the 
affected animal would clearly be against the basic concept of a sanctuary. Forest 
Ranger Rajen Sonowa said that besides buffalloes, five wild boars were also found

FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE--London, March 22 (DPA)--An outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease has spread to the south coast of Britain, forcing authorities to ban 
the transport of cattle.

The virus was then 
carried to the Isle of Wight where 150 infected cattle had to be slaughtered 
over the weekend.

The transport of live- 
stock in and out of the area has been banned. As a precautionary measure a 
number of farms in the nearby counties of Dorset and Hampshire have been placed 
under quarantine.

FOUR WAYS TO PREVENT FOULBROOD DISEASE AMONG HONEYBEES 
Hanoi NONG NGHIEP in Vietnamese 20 Jan &1 p 6 


[Article by Tran Xuan Ngan, Thai Binh Honeybee Corporation: "Some Experiences in 
Preventing Foulbrood Disease Among Honeybees" | 


[Text] In recent years, foulbrood disease, which affects mature honeybee larvae, 
has become a dangerous epidemic, destroying thousands of bee colonies and causing 
beekeeping organizations to be in the red, or even to go under. 


Beekeeping organizations in Thai Binh have put together some preliminary experi- 
ences on the prevention and treatment of that disease, as follows: 


1. In a hive, healthy swarms often coexist with seriously ill and slightly ill 
ones. In the past, beekeepers used to reinforce weakened swarms with healthy ele- 
ments. In doing so, they tended to weaken healthy swarms while doing little to 
treat the diseased ones. Now, we absolutely no longer apply that technique. 
Instead, we create conditions for healthy colonies to develop in order to accom- 
modate additional healthy ones. 


2. House all sick swarms together, eliminate the most gravely afflicted elements, 
form larger swarms, and replace the latter's queens with healthy ones. Discarded 
queens must be isolated to keep the colony free from diseased larvae for a while 
and to let working bees clean up the hive. The new queens’ progeny will bring 
forth healthy bees capable of helping the colony overcome the disease. Two or 
three queen replacements may at times be needed to finally beat back the disease. 


3. Care for the bees, and never let them go hungry. Inspection is made only when 
absolutely necessary. During the rainy, cold season, when temperatures are ‘ow, 
we must keep the hives warm and dry and the bees clean at all times. 


4. Before use, carefully fumigate beekeeping equipment, such as hives, planks, 
troughs, etc., with formol at the dose of 50 gr for 1 cubic meter of air. Beeswax 
must be steamed at 127°C for 30 minutes before being pressed into cakes, and these 
cakes must be put into sealed polyethylene bags for secure shipping. 


Thanks to these four measures, we have reduced the incidence of foulbrood disease, 
improved the health of the honeybees, and increased the number of colonies.

EPIDEMIOLOGIC, SLAUGHTER CONTROL MEASURES SAID LACKING 
Hanoi NONG NGHIEP in Vietnamese 20 Jan 81 p 6

[Text] Epidemiologic and slaughter control is a very important step toward detec- 
ting animal diseases and preventing epidemics. In recent years, this task has 
received scant attention in localities. District and city slaughterhouses do not 
have, or do not have enough, veterinary meat inspectors. In the villages, 
unhealthy animals are butchered without restrictions. Animal disease control is 
lax. In some places, veterinaries violating regulations have issued bland ship- 
ping permits to cattle owners. 


There will be an increase in butchery and shipping of livestock and animal pro- 
ducts during the forthcoming Tet festival. In light of the poor results of last 
fall's vaccination drive, it is advisable to step up epidemiologic and butchery 
control on the occasion of Tet, and also in the coming years. Before being shipped 
out, livestock must be inspected by local veterinaries to determine whether they 
are healthy and have no clinical or latent symptoms of diseases, and whether they 
have received the necessary vaccines in keeping with the Ministry of Agriculture's 
regulations. 


To move livestock to another district or province, cattle owners must submit a 
report to the district veterinary station, which in turn must immediately send out 
cadres to do an on-the-spot epidemiologic check. The station must see to it that 
purchases of livestock are made in areas free from disease or already covered by 
vaccination. To ship cattle reared on farms or in breeding areas outside a 
province, disease control permits from the provincial veterinary station are 
required. 


Domestic animals on sale in the markets must undergo epidemiologic control. The 
district may delegate this authority to the village animal husbandry~-veterinary 
section, but emphasis must be placed on close coordination between the marketing 
management, public security, and tax branches. In provinces and cities with an 
abundant two-way flow of livestock, disease control stations must be set up at key 
provincial road junctions. 
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Slaughterhouses in the provinces and districts were built a long time ago and thus 
are no longer able to meet new standards of hygiene. They murt be rebuilt in 
accordance with the Ministry of Agriculture's guidelines. Ail domestic animals must 
be butchered in slaughterhouses. 


Butchery control does not simply mean meat control. Before slaughter, livestock 
must be inspected for disease, and veterinary hygiene must be observed during the 
butchering process; this includes methods to ensure asepsis and to dispose of foul 
water as well as of the meat and viscera of diseased animals. 


To achieve these aims, it is necessary to have and properly strengthen a system 
of butchery inspectors working in every slaughterhouse. Finally, technical cadres 
must properly carry out their ta:\s in line with Article 6 of the regulations on 
prevention and treatment of anima’ diseases.
